$300,000 in. Gold Dust ! 

The steamer Oltcr, with 125 passengers, 
and gold dust estimated in the a^refrate at 
$300,000, arrived last evening. Several of 
the passengers were heavily laden with the 
precious metal. One trader had S'25,000, and 
twelve miners from Cariboo possessed sums 
varying from S3.000 to $12,000 each. The 
news never was better, although mining has 
ceased at Cariboo for the season. The 
accounts brought by returning miners of their 
next year's prospects arc very exciting, and 
of such a nature as to seriously disturb the 
equilibrium of the most phlegmutic temper- 
nnient Even 20 o^ 30 Chinamen— several 
of them all the way from Cariboo— speak 
well of the country; something new for 
John. One of their number, who has owned 
n rich claim on the Quosnelle', is reported to 
have nearly S8.0U0 in dust, which he dug 
out (luring the summer from a place where 
no one supposed more than living wages 
were to be obtained. 

The returning miners are umu.imous in 
their opinion that no inexperienced person 
should leave here for the mines before lha 
1st of next Juno, The diggings ate nearly 
cleaned out of men. About 200 persons 
remain to watch the claims or flume the 
large creeks. The Lower lliver towns are 
full of tniners, many of whom intend staying 
thero for the winter. 

A horrible murder was committed near 
New Westminster some time on Sunday 
night last. The victim was I*. O'Brien 
Murphy, aged about 05 yearn, who hail 
started a farm and orchard on a small island 
about one mile below New Westminster. 
His body, with the head nearly dissevered, 
was found on Monday in his cabin. The 
implenientof destruction was a dull axe, and 
the perpetrators are supposed to tie Indians. 
Several articles are missing from the prem- 
ises, indicating that robbery actuated the 
crime.
